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The passing of C. A. Fredd marks the end of an era 



Pioneering educator for 
African-Americans forged 
unique program in Tuscaloosa 
and lived to see merger with 
and new campus for Shelton 
State

When C.A. Fredd died this 
year on Nov. 14, at age 91 v he 
had lived a very long and inter- 
esting life in service to educa- 
tion and to African-Americans. 

His story is one of those 
that has become half shrouded 
in mystery with the passing of 
time and the change in culture. 

As a black man born near 
ihe turn oi the century in rural 
Alabama, Chester Arthur Fredd 
faced a long uphill battle to dis- 
tinguish himself in a professional 
field such as higher education. 

His schooling was restricted to 
segregaterd schools such as the 
Stephen Memorial School in 
Greensboro, Selma University, 
the Alabama State Laboratory 
High School in Montgomery. 
His Bachelor's degree came 
from what was then called the 
Alabama State College for Ne- 
groes in 1931. 

Persevering in his quest for 
a career in higher education, 
Fredd then managed to study for 
a summer at prominent black 
institution Fisk University in 
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Nashville before earning a 
Master's degree in education in 
supervision and administration 
from Alabma State University.

Because he was following his 
father's foot steps, and in no 
other field could so many 
people's lives be helped, as well 
as influenced for the better. One 
of his milesones was opening 
the door for blacks to pursue a 
career of their choice; and then 
to place them in jobs." 

Chester said his lather's 
favorite saying was "Train for a 
job today, and look for a job 
tommorow." 

Chester Jr. said he would 
like for people to remember his 
lather as a person who would 
help anybody — one who loved 
eduacation, a religious person, 
as well as a person of the com- 
munity, one who perpetuated

bitious. hard-working black man 
was not easy, however. He held 
a variety of jobs across the state 
of Alabama and often as not 
found himself having to raise 
money for schools as well as 
teach and administer them. 
Those schools include Morgan 
County School and Hale County 
School. 

The earliest and most last- 
ing memories of Fredd's son, 
Chester Jr., all have to do with 
his father toiling in his chosen

The son related that Fredd 
liked to say, "When you see me 
coming here comes some help." 

Dr. Fredd is still remem- 
bered with love by the people 
who worked with him over the 
years. Louise Lewis, the assis- 
tant director of the Fredd cam- 
pus, says, '"His whole concern 
was the education of young 
people, and that continues in ef- 
fect even after his death. The 
C. A. Fredd Endowed Scholar- 
ship is now over $27,000 . "Even 
with his illness he never stopped 
working/* says Lewis. 

Shirley Spencer the assis- 
tant director of admissions and 
records at She I Ion, goes back a 
long way with Fredd. Looking 
back, she thinks some may ha\ 
seen Dr. Fredd as intimidating 
but he was alwa\ s linn and fair 
"He brought out the best in ev- 

ryone," she insists. 

Spencer said he believed 
iii rewarding those who do 
well — a great role model and 
educator. 

Spencer said that Dr. Fredd 
would never fail to get his point 
across about the way he thought 
things should be done. She de- 
scribed her initiation with him 
as: "Before I got my learning, I 
got my burning." He was a good 
educator because of his work 
ethic, intergtty, and leadership 
abiltily. she said. 

The culmination of C.A. 
Fredd "s quest to make a differ- 
ence in the lives of African 
Americans through education 

came in 1963 when he negoti- 
ated with George Wallace, the 
alabama legislature and others 
to pull together the financing to 
create the Tuscaloosa Slate Trade 



School. In 1 976 the institution's 
name was changed to the 
Tuscaloosa State Technical Col- 
lege. He served as its president 
from 1965 — when it opened its 
doors — until 1976. 

When he retired that year, 
the school's name was again 
changed; this time it reflected 
l he enormous contribut ion of the 
man who founded it and was 
given the name the C.A. Fredd 
State Technical College. 

As such, it was recognized 
with an important distinction: 
one of the nation's Historically 
Black Colleges and Universi- 
ties. This HBCU designation 

has meant and continues to mean 
the campus receives special 
funding to help it in its mission 
of promoting educational access 
and opportunity for all students 
in a culturally diverse commu- 
nity:

Shelton, was named president 
over the new enntity. but the 
Fredd campus retained its dis- 
tinction and name with the es- 
tablishment of the C.A. Fredd 
Campus. 

With this consolidation, 
many Shelton people began to 
learn more about the contribu- 
tion of C.A. Fredd to education 
in Tuscaloosa, the state and na- 
tion. Dr. Rick Rogers, assistant 
to the president, spoke for many 
when he summed up his view 

point: 

'Dr. Fredd was a tremen- 
dous leader, w ith rare abilly to 
bring constituent- together with 
sincerity and compassion. He 
was unpretentious and al\va\ 

willing to help others. Througout 

his years of education he touched 
thousands of students' lives."

He- 
explains the strategy of keep in 
a separate Fredd campus as one 
of unding and of reaching out to 
a special clientele. "We receive 
more than a million dollars by 



having this campus and its HBCU 

status. More than $500,000 
comes in through Mrs. Lewis 
and the work she does with Title 
III. This is an important source 
of funding for the whole col lege. 
"This campus has even 
more potential as a HBCU than 
that even. We are pursuing more 
funding avenues that are avail- 
able to us because " UF his- 
tory.' 1 

The C.A. Fredd campuis is 
also organized in such a way to 

make available a quality educ 
tion for community members 
who have no way other than 
public transpotation to attend 
college. Besides technical and 



commercial programs, students 

can take humanities and busi- 
ness courses on their way to earn- 
ing academic degrees. 

The death of C.A. Fredd 

does indeed mark an end of an 

era for Shelton State and the 

immunity of Tuscaloosa. One 

of the pioneers is gone. 

But through the work of 
Shelton State and. especially the 

group of diligent individuals 

who keep the name of Fredd 
alive on the Fredd Campus, his 
le y will not perish. 

The work that began in a 
totally different sort of Alabama 
continues today.

He watches out for us, ' commented 

Bean. 

Bean reportedly earned $15 
million in stock from Olan Mills 
when he retired. He then began his 
land and limber business. The cut- 
ting of limber in the near future 
will enable him to continue to do- 
nate to Shelton Slate, he said. 

In October of this year, Bean 
was named the Northport Citizen 
of the Year. He has helped so many 
people that he has become widely 
recognized as a philanthropist, and 
he says he looks forward to helping 
many more.
